HISTORIC STUDIES IN | 
HOME FURNISHING. 


IX.—TAPESTRIES AND OTHER TEX- 
TILES. 


BY MARGARET AINSLEE. 


F ALL the textile fabrics, tapestry, 

ancient of arts, forms the most 

poetic of hangings, the most ro- 
mantic of backgrounds, the most ar- 
tistic simulation cf the painter’s handi- 
craft. The difficulty of understanding 
the technicalities of this noblest of the 
weaving arts is simplified by ite clas- 
sification into “high warp” and “low 
warp” tapestries. As it is manufac- 
tured upon the warp of wool, thread, 
cotton or silk, the weft is worked in 
with short lengths of the desired color 
and shading. The loom is formed of 
two cylinders or uprights, around one 
of which the warp is rolled and around 
the other the web. The uprights are 
placed vertically in “high warp” and 
are parallel with the ground in “low 
warp.” That the high-warp method 
similar to that used today by the car- 
pet weavers of the East was known to 
the nations of antiquity ‘s proved 
not only in the pages of Homer, where 
Helen is thus pictured as weaving 
apestry when visited by Venus dur- 
ng the siege of Troy, but also by the 
designs on the old Greek vire, in one 
of which, from Chinsi, Venelope ts 
represented as weaving beautiful hang- 
ings upon a “high-warp” toom, Also 
in Ovid's “Metamorphoses” there is a 
description of the weaving combat be- 
tween Pallas and Arachne, tn which 


‘the methods employed correspond ex- 


actly to those used by the Gobelins in 
meking their largest and most impor- 
tan tapestries. 
Tapestry weaving takes ¢reater «x- 
pertness and more years of training 
on the part of the workman than any 
other branch of textile manufacture. 
So much depends upon the weaveér’s 
taste and judgment in the egelection, 
juxtaposition and harmonizing of the 
shades and tones to be used that he 
must needs have the instincts of an 
artist in order to produce a satiefac- 
tory copy of the cartoon or working 
model. An uneympathetic workman, 
laboring under the disadvantage of 
operating from the wrong side cf his 


lustratoin of the medieval chateau. 
Here were hung the favorite local epics, 
that those who saw might read of their 
master’s valor in the hunt, his prowess 
in the tournament; or perhaps, it was 
gome Bible story, some in 
worsted intended “to point a moral or 
adorn a tale.” The weavers undér- 
stood thoroughly during the mil 
ages how to satisfy the coberast prin- 
ciples of decoration by rege | of a cor- 
rect juxtaposition of tones, ®arply de- 
fine expression of countenance and such 
skilifulness of grouping. that the 
eye might easily embrace the genera! 
effect. Many of these pieces. are still 
remarkably decorative ond singularly 
harmonious in character, despite the 
fact that the subject is no ionger 
clearly discernible. 
bably the most beautiful tapes- 
tries in existence are those made at 
Arras from the cartoons of Raphael. 
Rubens found seven of those cartoons 
which Leo X had commissioned Ra- 
hae! to paint for the decoration of the 
Biatine chapel cut into strips for the 
convenience of workmen and rotting in 
a wooden box in a Brussels shor. Per- 
forated by the needle of ths copier, 
stuck to coarse brown papér, water- 
stained and faded, there was still 
enough left of the ecenes from the Acts 
of the Apostles to enable the genius of 
one artist to recognize the master ge- 
nius of enother. Rubens, therefore, 
induced Charlies I, to buy them for 
Whitehall: Cromwell afterward A 
chased them and, after many - 


sington Museum, through the courtery 
of Queen Victoria. The tapestreis from 
these cartoons were woven in a tissue 
of yarn, silk and gold. and reached 
Rome a few months before the death 
of the artist who had designed them. 
After many wanderings these tapes- 


less valuable than the cartoons from 
which they were worked. ‘ 

Four splendid cartoons by Raphael’s 
pupil, Giulio Romano, found thelr way 
into France, whither they had been 
sold as rubbish ond where they are 
now greatly treasured, one of them 
having been copied by the Gobelins In 
the reign of Louis XIV. Tt is sup- 
posed that some of the original tapes- 
tries from these cartooris were burned 
for their golden borders. 


When Louis XI of France took the 
town of Arras it was practically the 
death blow to the tapestry-weaving 
industry of this far-famed little place,

picture, is not likely to produce the 


transparency of th: usual 
minute hatching and stippling cf colors 
and his work, consequently, presents a 
harsh or mosaic-like appearance. This 
effect is especially to be avoided in the 
execution of “storied” tapestry, which 
is woven directly from a cartoon de- 
signed with special reference to the 
limitations of the weaver. Some idea 
of the bewildering infinite gradations 
of color forming the palette of the 
loom worker may be gathered frm 
the fact that the late difecter of the 
dyeing departments of tlhe Gobelin 
factories composed a chromatic prism 
of 14,420 different tones. The best wool 
used in the European topestry works 
has always been imported ‘rom Kent 
in England. 


It was in the East, the cradle of dec- 


orative craftsmanship, that the art of 


tapestry weaving sprang Into being; 
and; in spite of the politica! ani artis- 
tic fluctuations which so stronrely in- 
fluenced the other arts, the oriental 
influence upon tapestry design re- 
mained through many centuries per- 
sistent in Europe. This was undoubt- 
edly due to the skill with which the 
Old World craftsmen adapted designs 
to technical necessity and yet achieved 
effects instinct with natura] life and 
subdued overflowing splendor of cvlor. 
Textile fabrics reached ‘their highest 
development under the Saracens of 
Egypt, who taught their arts to the 
subject Sicilians. When the Norman 
King of Sicily took Corinth and Argos 
he imported many weavers from Greece 
to Sicily, where they quickly -assimi- 
lated the Sicilian style, 1nd miry of 
the finest examples of Siculo Sara- 
cenic fabrics belong to this p*riod’, The 
crusades also modified the decorative 
arts and caused the introturtion of 
heraldic badges and a) Svertngs 
into the designs of :he besutiful Ficil. 
fan textiles 
During the fourteenth and fifteenth 
centuries Bruges and Antwerp were 
the greatest ports in the world, and it 
was but natural that Flanders should 
take the lead in exporting industries 
which would extend her commerce, 
Consequently, the earliest tapestries 
woven in Europe were the Flemish, 
made toward the end of the twelfth 
century at Arras, Oudersarde, Brus. 
sels, Valenciennes and Bruges, . This 
product of the Flemish looms wae ex- 
ported to all parts of Europe, and in 
excelience of workmanship and fiat 
treatment of decorative subjects hes 
of ite preem te the 
ce In manufacture 
of etoried weaving, became a synonym 
in Engiand for tapestry in general 
and wes so understood by Shakespeare 


‘when he made Polonius say:

and Brussels, under the fan 
rule, soon became the center of Filem- 
ish weaving. The most extensive col- 
lection of Fiemish tapestries in ex- 
istence is now in Madrid, acquird deur-

It was Francis I, the French dele- 
gate to the far-famed Field of the 
Cloth of Gold, who first conceived the 
idea of meeting the immense demands 
for the enrichment of his royal pal- 
aces by uniting at one center at Fon- 
tainebleau both the fabrication and the 
re of tapestry. Henry IV also 
protected the industry, removing the 
manufactory from one place to another 
until it finally settled down at the 
Gobelins. This place Louis XIV bought 
thirty years_later, unting there all the 
principal industrial centers for dyeing, 
embroidery, tapestry, jewelry, iron- 
work, cabinet- making and 
under the name of the Royal TUphol- 
stery Works. The Gobelin brothers had 
in the reign of Francis I introduced 
into Paris from Venice the art of dy 
ing scarlet, an enterprise then consid- 
éred so impractical that it was known 
as the Gobelin folly, yet which became, 
notwithstanding contemporary scorn, 
most successful. Their larger pleces 
of tapestry today command fabulous 
prices. because of their world-famous 
brilliancy, consummate technique and 
fine texture, many of the oldest pleces 
still being in excellent condition déspite 
the mellowing of their tints through 
. Colbert, Minister to Louls XTV, 
a ordered of them the manufactnre 
of a low-warp tapestry suitable for 
furniture, in which they became excep- 
tionally successful.
